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HE MANY CHANGES the horse has 
experienced in the millions of years 
of his known history are intimately associ- 
ated with the vicissitudes of climate, land. 
and food conditions which the western 
part of North America has undergone 
during the same period. The known life 
of the horse family has transpired during 
the so-called Tertiary and Quaternary 
periods of geologic time that began about 
55 million years ago. The divisions of 
this time span may be noted in the chart. 
The Pleistocene Epoch is the so-called 
Ice Age. 


At the beginning of the Tertiary Period. 
western North America presented a dif- 
ferent landscape than that of today. At 
the opening of the Eocene Epoch the 
land was low. having just emerged from 
the sea. Everywhere heavy forests cov- 
ered the land with typical temperate zone 
plants. The climate was far from tropical. 
yet it was moderately warm and humid, 
and rainfall was plentiful. The numerous 
mammals living during this stage were 
plant eaters. who were preyed upon by 
flesh eaters. 

During the course of Eocene times. the 
climate became milder and more tropical 
and many new plants appeared. Five to 
six hundred species of trees were known. 
for example. Because of considerable fold- 
ing and faulting of the rocks just before 
the beginning of the Eocene. there were 
many lakes. and extensive volcanic ac- 
tivity. The lakes were usually surrounded 
by sedgy meadows that graded into grassy 
plains. 

In Oligocene time the climate became 
cooler, perhaps warm temperate in west- 
ern United States. much like it is today 
but moister. There still were no high 
mountains on the Pacific Coast to ward 
off the rain. Nevertheless, the land was 
progressively rising, and with this came 
a decrease in rainfall.

The Miocene Epoch was one of great 
change. It was a period of extensive moun- 
tain-making. The Colorado Plateau region 
was raised fully 20.000 feet (it now is 
reduced to 7.000 to 8.000 feet by erosion). 
Much of the Rocky Mountain chain rose 
to great heights late in the Miocene. The 
Coastal Ranges were elevated, faulted, and 
folded to many thousands of feet in height. 
Similarly, the Sierra Nevada and Cascade 
ranges were rejuvenated to great eleva- 
tions. 

Between these ranges of mountains 
were woodlands, meadows, and dry prai- 
ries. All of the subtropical plants of for- 
mer times were replaced by temperate 
types. The forests were considerably re- 
duced in extent, and conditions were most 
favorable for grazing animals. 

In the succeeding Pliocene there was 
active erosion of the great mountain 


# 


chains and a gradual lowering of tem- 
peratures. Because of the presence of the 
Sierra Nevadas, rains from the Pacific 
were cut off from the Great Basin region, 
which became more arid and cooler. Dur- 
ing the Pleistocene, this cooling contin- 
ued, culminating in the Ice Age—a series 
of at least five major periods of expan- 
sion of the polar ice cap. This was a time 
of tremendous change. Many of the in- 
terglacial periods were warmer than pres- 
ent mean temperatures for the western 
part of the country. During these un- 
settled times, many great families of 
mammals became extinct in North Amer- 
ica—the mammoth, mastodon, sloth, sabre- 
tooth tiger. dire wolf, and horse, to name 
only a few. 

From this brief recapitulation of cli- 
matic and geographic changes during 
Tertiary and Quaternary times, it may be

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All primitive mammalian types have 
five toes and five fingers. The fact that 
there are only four toes on the front foot 
and three functional ones on the hind 
foot of Eohippus leads to the conclusion 
that some day the earlier ancestral horses 
from which Eohippus sprang will be 
found. This ancestor probably lived in 
northern Asia at a time when the climate 
was much milder than today. 

The neck of Eohippus was short and 
the body was well rounded, with an arch- 
ing back rising to the rump (see photo). 
The hind legs were longer than the front 
limbs. In the fore limb the radius and 
ulna were fully formed, and separate. In 
the hind limb, likewise. the tibia and 
fibula were separate. Nothing is known 
of his skin color or length of hair, but 
it is a reasonable guess that he was 
spotted or faintly striped. The young of 
present-day forest and plains animals fre- 
quently are striped or spotted during 
their early life. 

The skull was long, slender, and

three crests. The premolar teeth were all 
smaller, and of even simpler pattern. 


Despite the small size of Eohippus, he 
was unmistakably a horse. The general 
contour of the body was not very horse. 
like. but the head presented a_ most 
equine appearance. 


From his tooth structure it may be 
safely assumed that he ate vegetable 
material only, and that he browsed on 
tree leaves rather than grazed on_ the 
ground. The structure of his feet suggests 
a forest animal adapted to running on 
soft ground. It is probable that he de. 
pended more on darting and hiding among 
the trees rather than running to escape 
the carnivores that preyed upon him. The 
many generalized characters of teeth and 
bone structures that he possessed were 
important in giving rise to later horse 
forms. 


2. Orohippus was the succeeding horse. 
His name means “short horse.” because 
so many of his remains have been found 
in a rock formation that formed an old 
shoreline of a tremendous lake in Colo- 
rado and Wyoming about 44 million years 
ago during Middle Eocene time. 


This form was hardly any larger than 
Eohippus, but some changes had _ taken 
place in the right direction for the fu- 
ture of the horse. The front foot still 
had four functional digits. but the cen- 
tral one was larger. The hind foot had 
only three toes, and there was no evidence 
of the fifth or outer toe. 


More important changes occurred in 
the teeth. The incisors remained simple, 
but the last premolar began to look like 
a molar tooth. In fact. it was larger than 
the three molar teeth. This meant that 
four teeth in each upper and lower jaw 
were now serving as “grinders.” The 
crowns or enamel patterns began to be 
a bit more complicated. 


Despite the relatively small increase 
in body size over Eohippus, Orohippus 
showed a pronounced gain in brain de- 
velopment. The complexity of the brain 
was not marked. but even at this early 
stage there was a foreshadowing of the 
type of brain found in all later horses.

Fall Sales Average Declines; 


The Strength Is 


During the Keeneland Fall Sales of 
last week, 513 Thoroughbreds of all ages 
were auctioned by the Breeders’ Sales 
Company. Three of the animals were 
sold twice, as indicated in an accompany- 
ing table. But in a statistical discussion 
of the sale, only their first trip through 
the auction ring will be considered. 


The 513 horses brought $1,113,400, 
average $2,170. The total number of 
horses was made up of 166 broodmares, 
249 yearlings, 64 weanlings, 9 stallions, 
and 25 others of miscellaneous descrip- 
tion, 


The 166 broodmares brought $518,000, 
average $3,120. The yearlings 
brought $455,200, average $1,828. The 
64 weanlings brought $63,750, average 
$996. The nine stallions brought $28,350, 
average $3,150. The 25 miscellaneous 
head brought $48,100, average $1,924. 

At last year’s November sale, as the 
table below indicates, 931 head sold for 
$1,690,925, average $1,816. At first glance

it seems that the 1949 sales averaged 
about 16 percent higher than the 1948 


1948 No. Amount Avg.

sales been split into October and Novem- 
ber sessions.

This indicates a gain of about one-half 
of 1 percent over the $1,816 average of 
last year, considering the October and 
November sales of this year as a single 
unit. An encouraging stability in the 
horse market thus apparently is indicat- 
ed, even when allowance is made for the 
fact that nearly 200 more horses were 
sold last November (931 for 1948, 736 
in 1949). 

But a further analysis shows that the 
1949 Keeneland fall auctions were actual- 
ly less strong than the 1948 sales. This 
is because the 1949 average was artifi- 
cially fattened by the dispersal of nine 
brodomares owned by the late Crispin 
Oglebay. It cannot be argued that the 
Oglebay mares were not a bona fide part 
of the 1949 auctions. They were. But 
they made up a consignment of unusual 
quality, and were not representative of 
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the usual fall sales animals. The nine 
mares brought a total of $308,000, aver- 
age $34,222. Pull these out of the sale 
to get a bearing on the remainder, which 
represented the average of fall sales ani- 
mals, and this is the picture:

This shows a decline of about 16 per 
cent under the 1948 average of $1,816, 
and is more nearly representative of the 
two. sales.

The difference in yearling averages be- 
tween 1948 and 1949 is $358, or about 
18 percent. Under the heading of 
“Yearling Price Drift.” an accompanying 
table that the weakness of the 
1949 fall sales yearling market showed 
up in the top price groups. In other 
words, you could have bought 95 per cent 
of the 1949 fall sales yearlings for bids 
of $4,000 or less. Putting it another way. 
you could have got up to the top 5 per 
cent with a bid of $4,000. Last year it 
took a bid of $5,600 to touch this group. 

The price drift table demonstrates that 
there seemed to be a floor of sorts under 
the yearling market, possibly the result of 
bidding by a number of western buyers.

But the competition for yearlings of very 
moderate credentials is not enough to 
cause inflated bidding. and the consignor 
of this type of animal is not likely to 
break even. 


Here is the situation in regard to year- 
ling colts and fillies, comparing 1949 with 
1948 (and considering this year’s October 
and November sales as one unit):

The decline in average for colts was 
$317, or 13 percent. The decline for 
fillies was $381, or 24 per cent. 


During the sales there was a general 
feeling among consignors and other ob- 
servers that while the market for ordinary 
horses was not spectacular, it was not 
too bad. Perhaps a reappraisal is in 
order, in the light of cold statistics.

Highest Prices 


The high prices of the 1949 November 
sales were lower for yearlings than in 
last fall’s sales. In 1948 the top yearling 
colt brought $27,500, and the top yearling 
filly brought $25,000. This year the top 
colt sold for $12,500, the two top fillies 
weanling brought $4,500. This year the 
brought $5,000 each. 

In 1948 the highest priced fall sales 
top weanling sold for $5,500. It was a 
filly by Polynesian—Jonell C., by Bime- 
lech, bought by A. B. Hancock from the 
C. C. Tanner consignment.

The accompanying tabulations suggest 
that the yearling market at Keeneland this 
fall (including both October and Novem- 
ber sales) was about equal to that of last 
vear in the lower ranges. Its weakness was 
in the top 30 per cent of the yearlings sold. 

For instance. half the yearlings could 
have been bought for $1.100 or less in 
1948 .or 1949, and $1.800 would have got 
70 per cent of the offerings in either year. 
But this year it took only $4,000 to reach 
the top 5 per cent. as against $5,600 last 
year. 

Last year ten yearlings brought more 
than $10.000; this time only two went 
above that figure. The top price was $12. 
500, as compared with $27,500 in the 1948 
fall sales. 

From these tables the market breeder 
can make a rough estimate of the odds he 
faces. For instance, on the 1948 fall sales 
market. a yearling had to appear (to the 
buyers) better than nine out of ten offered 
to bring as much as $3,100. In order to 
reach $4,000 he had to be ranked better 
than 19 out of 20. He could be in the top 
20 per cent and still bring only $2,300. 

The range of prices in the October sale 
was from $100 to $5,100; in November. 
from $200 to $12,500. Of the 223 yearlings 
sold in October, 120 (54 per cent) 
brought $1.000 or less, and 183 (82 per 
cent) failed to get past $2,000. Of the 
yearlings sold last week, 174 (70 per 
cent) were at $2,000 or less.

(The opening session on Mon- 
day afternoon had averaged $1.138 for 63 
head.) This situation was to be expected. 
since several established breeders were 
culling their broodmare bands, and there 
was no great competition among other 
breeders for the discards. High for a 
broodmare was $5.800. which the Mead- 
owview Farms. of New Jersey. paid for 
Fairy Tale. a 6-year-old *Sickle mare 
sold by Blenheim Farms. Forty-five mares 
averaged $966; 14 weanlings averaged 
$729,

OGLEBAY DISPERSAL. The start of 
the Oglebay sale on Thursday afternoon 
was delayed about 30 minutes. It had 
been stated that it would begin at 4:30. 
The other selling had finished by 4 
o'clock, and a recess was called to en- 
able out-of-town buyers and other late 
arrivals a chance to get in on the bidding. 

On the first two mares sold, the bid- 
ding started off at a moderate tempo. 
Anchors Ahead, first in the ring, opened 
at $5,000, moved by thousands and half- 
thousands to $13,500. Ivor Balding got 
her at this price for the C. V. Whitney 
Farm. She is in foal to Whirlaway. and 
was not engaged for the 1950 breeding 
season. Honor Bound. next in the ring, 
opened for $1.000. moved steadily up- 
ward to $10.000. She seemed likely to 
hang there. but a $100 increase was of- 
fered. then the bidding took new life 
and ended at $14,500. Robert Lehman got 
her. She was barren to Bimelech. and no 
arrangements had been made for her 1950 
hooking. Tt is understood that Mr. Leh- 
man will breed her to Count Fleet. 


The third mare in the ring was the 
high-class stakes winner Level Best, in 
foal to Bull Lea. Humphrey Finney, the 
announcer. also acted as the starter—he 
bid $20.000. She jumped to $30.000. then 
$40,000, then $45.000 before the pace 
slowed. She then went to $50.000 in two 
stages, and reached $57.500 in six subse- 
quent raises. Arthur B. Hancock. Jr. 
was the high bidder at $57.500. He was 
acting for an undisclosed purchaser. 


The 4-vear-old gray Obedient. in foal 
to Balladier. drew an opening bid of 
$1.000. The bidding moved slowly to $5.- 
000, then jumped to $10.000 in short or- 
der, and the pressure was on. John D. 
Hertz had the last word at $33.000. She 
also will be bred to Count Fleet next 
vear. 


For the 10-year-old On the Level, in 
foal to *Alibhai, only four bids were 
made: $20.000—$25.000—$35,000—$40.- 
000. At the last figure. Major Louie A. 
Beard got her for Greentree Stud. A sea- 
son to *Goya 2nd had been engaged for 
her for 1950 by Mr. Oglebay. The pur- 
chaser had the option of using the reser- 
vation, at his expense. 


Justin Funkhouser. who had announced 
his intention of staying in racing only as 
a stable owner, got back in as a breeder 
when he bought Price Level for $45,000. 
She is barren to *Mahmoud, but had been 


booked to Balladier for 1950. The buyer 
had the option of using the season at the 
customary fee. 


The 5-year-old Uno Best had slipped a 
*Heliopolis foal on November 11. which 
reduced her sales value. Dr. William R. 
McGee, of the veterinary firm of Hagyard 
and Hagyard, and Dr. F. E. Hull. head of 
the Department of Animal Pathology at 
the University of Kentucky. furnished 
statements to the effect that the mare 
showed no evidence of contagious dis- 
ease, and that a culture made from tis- 
sues of the aborted foal did not dis- 
close virus abortion. She was booked to 
*Bernborough for 1950. at the option of 
the purchaser. The C. V. Whitney farm 
got her for $16.500. 


*Uvira 2nd. dam of Colonel O’F and 
Noble Impulse. got the return service 
to *Helionolis as a result of Uno Best’s 
slipping. She is in foal to War Admiral. 
and can be bred to *Heliopolis next year 
without charge. Bidding on this mare 
opened at $25.000 and reached $50.000 
almost at once. She went uv bv _ thou- 
sands to $61.000. bid by A. B. Hancock 
Jr. for the same undisclosed principal. 


Last of the Oelehay mares in the ring 
was Why the Rush. bv *Sir Gallahad 3rd 
—On the T.evel. She was just’ out of train- 
ing. and ne arrangements had heen made 
for her 1950 hooking. Greentree Stud. 
throuch “Major Beard. bought her for 
$27.000. 

The meres. all in excellent nhysical con- 
dition. hed heen prevared for the sale 
hv Harrie R. Scott. at whose Shandon 
Farm Mr. Oglebav boarded them. 


Tt was announced at the sale that the 
executors of the Oslehav estate were con- 
sidering a revision of their plans regard- 
ine four weanlines which had heen tenta- 
tively consiened to next vear’s Keeneland 
Summer Sales. The weanlings are avail- 
able for insnection at Shandon Farm. 
and mav be hid on. throuch the mail. 
until midnicht Decemher 1. After the bids 
have been onened it will he decided 
whether to sell them for the high offer. 
or wait until thev are yearlings. 

There was a large crowd on hand for 
the Oglehav dispersal. but the bidding 
was limited to relatively few persons. 
Some breeders who had come from a dis- 
tance for the sale left the arena without 
having made a bid. Their limit had been 
passed hefore thev could get into action. 

Tvor Balding. Justin Funkhouser, and 
Mrs. Pansy Treland Poe (Shawnee 
Farm). bid on nearly all the offerings. 
Mr. Balding was runner-up on Level 
Best. Major Beard on Price Level. Dr. 
Fslie Ashury was among the late bid- 
ders on *Uvira 2nd.

NATC Sets Up 
Taxation Study 


Details regarding college scholarships 
and a study of taxation on pari-mutuel 
betting were considered at a recent meet- 
ing of the executive committee of the 
National Association of Thoroughbred 
Clubs. 

Fight states in which college scholar- 
ships will be available were selected, and 
seven other states were tentatively con- 
sidered. The association is granting 
scholarships as part of its public rela- 
tions program for racing and _ breeding. 
At present the only condition required 
by the NATC of students receiving the 
grants is membership in the Future Farm- 
ers of America. an organization of farm 
youths which is active in high schools 
drawing their students from rural areas. 

In states where free tuition is available 
in the state university. the annual grant 
will consist of $250 cash. In other in- 
stances the scholarship will consist of 
tuition fees for two or four years. 

The executive committee commissioned 
FE. Ellis Sutton. a public accountant of 
Lexington. to prepare a report compar- 
ine the 1949 nari-mutuel handles at race 
tracks with the handles in peak years. 
The obiect is to learn how much betting 
has declined. and to study the relation- 
shin hetween heavy taxation and declin- 
ine mutuel handles. A special study will 
be made of a selected state in which 
taxes have been increased considerably 
between the peak betting vear and 1949. 
Mr. Sutton will endeavor to find out if 
increased taxation accelerates the rate of 
decline in hetting. The renorts. which are 
expected to be readv early in 1950. will 
he available to clubs affiliated with the 
NATC. 

At a meeting of the association in Julv 
a proposed name change for the group 
was discussed. The executive committee. 
which was to decide the question. has 
announced that heginnine Januarv 1 the 
group will be known as the National As- 
sociation of Thoroughbred Breeders. It 
is considered that the new name will be 
more informative. and will more accur- 
ately describe the membership. 


$35.000 FOR VIRUS ABORTION 

The University of Kentucky is the re- 
cipient of $35.000 for research and _ in- 
vestigation of virus abortion in horses. 
The grants included $25,000 from the 
Grayson Foundation and $10,000 from 
the Keeneland Foundation. 

The monev will he used in support of 
projects heing conducted by the agricul- 
tural experiment station.

New York 
The Jamaica closing was the sort of 
thing which would make a deep impres- 
sion on anyone who studies the minds of 
horse players. They were very much dis- 
turbed because they hadn’t got something 
they weren’t entitled to. 

Briefly, the finish of the Riggs was: 
Flying Missel, First Nighter, Natural. 
and Blue Hills, Blue Hills having been 
bothered by Natural as the latter dropped 
back. Natural was disqualified, moving 
Blue Hills to third, but Flying Missel’s 
number stayed on the board, though he 
and Natural were coupled in the betting, 
both being trained by Max Hirsch, but 
in different ownerships. 

The customers did not actually do any- 
thing, but they shouted and booed for 
half an hour or so, apparently centering 
their protest around the press box. This 
in itself is a psychological manifestation. 


The N. Y. Stewards Cut a Knot; 
Arcaro Needed Another Length 


There could have been only two affected 
groups—those who played First Nighter 
to win. and those who played Blue Hills 
to place. Since the entry was a topheavy 
neither of these could 
have been very large, but I’m pretty sure 
that in my vicinity a clear majority of 
the players were yowling. These. for the 
most part, had to be people who were not 
affected one wav or another by the han- 
dling of the case. and were yelping just 
because they liked to yelp. This is why 
the disturbance was particularly appro- 
priate for Jamaica, and especially for 
closing day. because it put a kind of seal 
on the season.

For all that I am supposed to know 
at least the major racing rules, I must 
admit that I didn’t know this one. The 
rule plainly states that, if a horse is dis- 
qualified, no other horse in the same 
ownership shall remain in the placings 


or share in the purse. It says nothing 
about horses coupled in the betting but 
not owned by the same interest. and the 
matter is thus left to the discretion of 
the stewards. In this case they were 
right, for Natural was not blocking for 
Flying Missel—he was just tiring and 
bearing out from fatigue. Neither was 
the outcome of the race affected, beyond 
the relative placings of Natural and Blue 
Hills. 

In Maryland, I discover, the same thing 
would have happened, and I suppose it 
would in most states. But these have 
what [I consider an unfortunate rule. 
which permits stewards to place disquali- 
fied horses where they please. instead of 
automatically last. as in New York. 


This raises the question of how last 
can you get? You may remember last 
summer that Capot was disqualified from 
the Leonard Richards Stakes for inter 
ference caused by his stablemate, Wine 
List. Well, there were only four horses 
in the race, so after the Greentree entry 
was placed last. they were still third and 
fourth. The Delaware Park stewards 
couldn’t agree on whether they were en- 
titled to third and fourth monies. and 
fianlly put it up to The Jockey Club. The

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An Idea for Fire Prevention: 
The Use of Treated Lumber 


Wood has been the traditional material 
for constructing stables, paddocks, stands, 
and fences at race tracks since the sport 
graduated from impromptu pasture match- 
es. It is aesthetically pleasing, safest 
around high-spirited animals, and the most 
economical material to install and main- 
tain. 

Unfortunately, fire, termites or decay 
can destroy the usefulness and appear- 
ance of wood in a relatively short time. 
The frequent painting necessary to main- 
tain appearance helps protect the wood 
against weathering, but painting con- 
tributes to its fire hazard and often pro- 
motes decay by retarding evaporation of 
moisture the wood absorbs from the 
ground. 

The racing industry lost over half a 
million dollars’ worth of horses and struc- 
tures to fire in the year 1497-48. One 
single fire caused a structural loss esti- 
mated at $3 to $6 million this year. Dam- 
age by decay and termites doubtless 
exceeds the average annual fire loss, but 
this damage is less spectacular and less 
concentrated, and is erroneously accepted 
as unavoidable. 

With the development of pressure treat- 
ment, such losses are no longer inevitable. 
They can be minimized by proper pres- 
sure treatment of all wooden track and 
stable material to impart fire resistance 
and protection against decay and insects. 

There are several treatments which offer 


THIS ARTICLE on the use of fire-retardant 
wood for race track structures and other buildings 
where men and horses are quartered was prepared 
for Tue Brioop-Horse by R. H. Bescher, manager 
of the technical department of the wood preserving 
division of the Koppers Company, Orrville, Ohio. 


one protection or the other, but the most 
economical give a combination of both. 
One of the best of these impregnates the 
wood by pressure with fire-retardant for- 
mulations of chromated zinc chloride. 
Wood so treated will not spread flame or 
contribute fuel to a fire. It is protected 
against decay and insect damage, without 
being poisonous to man or domestic 
animals. Its paintability and workability 
are unimpaired by the treatment. 
Impartial tests by the Underwriters’ 
Laboratories have given southern pine and 
Douglas fir lumber, pressure treated with 
three pounds of chromated zinc chloride 
per cubic foot, a flame-spread classifica- 
tion of 35, on the basis of 100 for un- 
treated red oak and 0 for asbestos. This 
more than satisfies the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters’ definition of fire 
retardant lumber, which specifies: 


. » « lumber which has been treated by a _ pres- 
sure impregnation process to give a flame-spread 
classification of 50 or less, according to the Fire 
Hazard Classification of Building Materials of 
Underwriters’ Laboratories, Inc., and which is 
shown to be so classified by « certificate or label 
signed by Underwriters’ Laburaiories, Inc. 


The treated woud will remain sound 
indefinitely if it is not exposed to severe 
leaching. Where subject to ‘eaching, it 
should be protected by sealers or well 
maintained paint coatings. Even unpro- 
tected, the durability of wood which has 
been  pressure-treated with chromated 
zinc chloride will be many times that of 
untreated wood. 


METHODS. There are several theories 
on the means by which wood is protected 
from fire. When fire-retardant salts are

applied by pressure, the protection is be- 
lieved to be accomplished by evolution of 
non-flammable gases which dilute the 
oxygen available for combustion, and by 
a sealing action which keeps flammable 
wood volatiles in and oxygen out. 


The apparatus necessary for pressure- 
treating wood consists, basically, of a large 
steel cylinder with auxiliary working and 
storage tanks, pressure and vacuum pumps, 
and a steam plant. There must be valves, 
gauges, and thermometers placed prop- 
erly to give the treating engineer full 
control of conditions in the treating 
process. 

The lumber to be treated is loaded on 
rail trams and rolled into the working 
cylinder. After the door is bolted to 
withstand treating pressures, a_prelim- 
inary vacuum period is applied to exhaust 
air from the wood. (Otherwise air com- 
pressed in the wood during treatment will 
eject part of the solution after the treat- 
ing pressure is released.) 


Next, the treating solution is pumped 
into the cylinder without breaking the 
vacuum until the solution has covered 
the wood. The pressure is built up to 
force a maximum of treating solution into 
the wood to thespecified depth. Final 
retention of dry chemical is controlled by 
the percentage strength of the solution, 
rather than the amount of solution ab- 
sorbed. After the chemical has been in- 
jected into the wood, and the remaining 
treating solution required to fill the voids 
around the wood is pumped out of the 
cylinder, the wood is given a final vacuum 
long enough so that it can be removed 
from the cylinder free of dripping solu- 
tion. Lumber is kiln or air dried, after 
treatment, to the moisture content re- 
quired for use. 


BENEFITS. The primary advantages 


of building race track structures of pres-

sure-treated wood are the reduced fire 
hazard and the lower annual cost result- 
ing from longer service lite of the 
structures, 

With operating costs accounting for 
twice as much of the track dollar as 
profits, economy in maintenance can 
puild profits amazingly. Consider, for in- 
stance, the railroad industry, where all 
profits must come from rigid economy. 
Vressure treatment has increased the lite 
ot railroad crossties {from about seven 
years to an average of over 20 years. 
Kstimates place the annual savings re- 
sulting trom this quadrupled service lite 
at about Zo cents per tie. When this 
saving becomes apparent, the railroads 
begin to extend tneir use of pressure- 
ueated wood to platiorms, car lumber, and 
fire-retardant bridge and roundhouse con- 
struction, ‘Lwo- to tour-told increase in 
service has rewarded them with cor- 
responding savings in labor and material 
expenditures. Any industry using wood- 
en structures can profit similarly by 
pressure treatment, 

in a sport as strong in tradition as 
racing, being able to preserve buildings in 
their original form gives the track a 
pleasant, tamiliar atmosphere. People like 
to come back each season where the place 
is tresh and clean, but unchanged in ap- 
pearance. Pressure treatment can _pre- 
vent the necessity for rebuilding or replac- 
ing track structures. It reduces mainten- 
ance to the painting necessary for 
appearance. 

Fire-retardant treated stables might 
very well supply the deciding induce- 
ment for owners to bring valuable horses 
to a particular track when they have more 
than one meeting to choose from. 

The life of a human or of a valuable 
horse, the interruption of a famous blood- 
line, wagered against the price of pres- 
sure-treated fire-retardant lumber for 
barns and grandstands are odds no track 
management can afford to buck.

Castle Rock Wins From Tabriz; 
Bicycles and Downhill Grades 


NEWMARKET 

The Newmarket season came to an end 

with the three-day Houghton meeting, 

which ended October 28. It was not of 

outstanding importance, except for the 

2-year-olds. That rather complicated 
matters. 


Like most other people I had _ been 
impressed with the Aga Khan’s Tabriz. 
when he won over a mile at Ascot. And 
when the colt turned out for the Houghton 
Stakes, run over the straight mile, the 
race was thought to be a mere formality. 
Odds of 5 to 2 were laid on Tabriz, but 
he failed to land them, and was beaten 
five lengths by Castle Rock. The Hough- 
ton Stakes is a weight-for-sex race with 
neither penalties nor allowances, and 
Tabriz was regarded as being of superior 
class to the others. 

The previous week Frank Butters, who 
trains for the Aga Khan and is the season’s 
leading trainer, met with an accident. 
While cycling in Newmarket. he was in 
collision with a car, and had to be taken 
to a hospital. I can report that he is 
making good progress, but he was not 
able to saddle Tabriz. Yet, the grey colt 
has never looked better. If anything, he 
seemed more tightly wound up than at 
Ascot. But in the race he was particularly 
disappointing. When the horses went into 
the Dip after six furlongs, Tabriz was 
all at sea. His long stride was unsuited to 
the downgrade, and he began to roll about 
a bit. Castle Rock was then going the 
better. With Tabriz inclined to veer to 
the right and Castle Rock inclined to 
edge to the left, the pair looked like they 
were coming together. 


Castle Rock quickened for the lead in 
the rise to the winning post, and no sooner 
had he done so, than he went across Tabriz 
and continued to edge to the left. Yet, he 
kept on galloping, and with Gordon Rich- 
ards accepting the situation, Tabriz was 
beaten by five lengths. Perhaps there was 
not quite so much between them on merit, 
but there was no mistaking the definite 
superiority of Castle Rock. 

I am not going to try to make excuses 
for Tabriz. All I will say is that he never 
seemed to be happy or going smoothly in 
his stride. He was trying to cover more 
ground in his stride than his natural action 
would permit, and for the present, he 
is by no means the finished article. 

He has now gone into winter quarters 
with a tarnished reputation. But he is 


a colt of such ample scope, that | would 
not by any means condemn him. I can 
only say he has still to prove himself in 
the top class, and I admit being distinctly 
disappointed at this latest display. 1 was 
fully prepared to see Castle Rock put up 
a good race, even though I did not expect 
him to beat Tabriz. After looking them 
over in the paddock, I thought Castle Rock 
looked much better than when last I had 
seen him at Doncaster, during St. Leger 
week. 

{ told Lord Rosebery and also his trai .- 
er, Jack Jarvis. what I thought before the 
race. and the owner remarked, “And [| 
expect him to run a good race.” 

Jack Jarvis inquired, “What price is 
my colt?” and went off to have a_ bet. 
It may be gathered, Lord Rosebery and 
Jack Jarvis were not entertaining an 
angel unawares. 

When I saw Castle Rock at Doncaster. 
he had finished a few inches behind High 
Forest in a mile nursery. High Forest 
then conceded two pounds, but when meet- 
ing at level weights in the Houghton 
Stakes, Castle Rock beat High Forest by 
nearly six lengths. That gives an idea 
of how much Castle Rock had improved 
in a few weeks. 

Castle Rock won two races subsequent 
to the Doncaster race, and has been im- 
proving all the time.

EMPEROR. The Dewhurst Stakes, run 
over seven furlongs, went to M. Marcel 
Boussac’s Emperor. This  stylish-looking 
chestnut by Djebel out of the *Bahram 
mare Liberation was having his first race 
in England. He had won two of his 
three races in France, but was a little 
disappointing when he finished third in 
the Prix Morny at Deauville. While he is 
a most attractive individual, I do not 
think the form in the Dewhurst Stakes en- 
titles Emperor to he regarded as one of 
the leaders of his age. It took him a long 
time to get the better of Route Napoleon. 
which looked like he was winning until 
the last 50 yards. Emperor gained the 
mastery for a neck victory, with Forest 
Row another head away third. 

Neither Route Napoleon nor Forest Row 
is rated in the top division among the 
Enelish 2-vear-olds: so Emperor may not 
have accomplished anything out of the 
ordinary. I should say M. Boussac is like- 
lv to find several better 3-year-olds than 
Emperor next year. Route Napoleon has 
run consistently well all season without 
suggesting he is in the top class. He ran 
a fine race on this occasion, and is prob- 
ably improving. He is a Watling Street 
colt—Avranches. hy Hyperion—Louisiana. 


hy *Teddy. 


FOREST ROW. Emperor is not such 
a good-looking colt as Forest Row. which 
was patiently ridden, and came with a 
good run at the finish. Forest Row is 
owned by Mr. J. A. Dewar, and is trained 
by Noel Murless, at Beckhampton. The 
colt is by Bois Roussel out of Neola, a 
fast mare by Nearco out of Sansonnet, 
which is a member of the famous Lady 
Juror family. 

Mr. Peter Beatty, son of the late Ad- 
miral Lord Beatty, met with an untimely 
end during the week. He had gone blind, 
and fell from the sixth story of a hotel. 
He was killed instantly. He had bought 
Bois Roussel for £8,000. and won the 
Derby with him in his first attempt. 


SANLINEA. On the day when Castle 
Rock won the Houghton Stakes. we saw 
a promising filly named Sanlinea put up 
a taking performance, when winning the 
Dalham Stakes, over seven furlongs. The 
filly had only run once before, and got 
away so badly that she was out of the 
race before going a stride. On this latter 
occasion, she came with a rally in the last 
furlong to win quite easily from Farling- 
ton. 

They were high-priced yearlings, and it 
looks as if there should be a future for 
Sanlinea. She is a better looking filly, and 
is possessed of greater scope than her own 
sister Suntime, which has been a little 


disappointing this season. Their half 
brother Woodburn was a Cesarewitch win- 
ner as a 3-year-old, and has an abundance 
of stamina. 

Sanlinea cost 8.100 guineas at the Don- 
caster Yearling Sales, and is by Precipita- 
tion out of Sun Helmet, by Hyperion, out 
of Point Duty, by Grand Parade, out of 
Pinprick. She traces to Conjure, the 
foundation mare of Lord Astor’s stud. 
Point Duty foaled the wall-eyed Traffic 
Light. winner of over £7.000. and dam 
of Amber Flash. Pinprick was the dam 
of seven winners of 1914 races. The next 
dam, Third Trick, foaled Long Suit (dam 
of Short Story. winner of the Oaks). Light 
Hand, and First Spear. It is one of the 
most notable winning families in the Gen- 
eral Stud Book and Sanlinea should not 
disgrace the family. 

Farlington is still rather backward, and 
may do much better as a 3-year-old. He 
cost 10,000 guineas, and is by Fairway 
out of Thoughtless. whose daughter Im- 
promptu bred Star King. 

The Phoenix, which has been a little 
disappointing this season. had a good win- 
ner when Avocet beat a big field by five 
lengths in the Quy Stakes. She is a 
lightly-framed filly out of Kitchenette, by 
Apron. The hest of the dam’s earlier 
produce was Bramhall Phoenix, now in 
South Africa.

Way of the Turf: 
U.S. and Britain 


(From The Sporting Life, 
published in London, England, by “A 
Special Correspondent.” ) 


If the nature of American racing is 
to be understood, some knowledge of 
American characteristics is required. be- 
cause their racing reflects much of their 
national make up. 
Americans like their 
and highly competitive, and the jungle 
law of the survival of the fittest dominates 
both the way they race and the way they 
train their racehorses. 

They like their entertainment fast mov- 
ing. dramatic, and easy to follow. and 
accompanied by much noise (if possible 
by a band) and showmanship. and taken 


sports vigorous 


in spacious surroundings. 

They seem not to mind a certain stand- 
ardisation of design, be it in cars or coif- 
fures, and they have a great liking for 
mechanical gadgets, while they always 
retain a healthy disrespect for authority 
if it interferes too much with their in- 
dividual tastes. 

Many of these characteristics have in- 
fluenced the pattern of their racing as I 
saw it when I had the good fortune to 
pay a few brief visits to Belmont Park. 
during racing and training hours, and ex- 
perienced hospitality from all sides that 
made me blush when I considered how 
we “welcome” foreigners on the Turf at 
home. 


BELMONT PARK. A short drive out 
of New York takes you to Belmont Park. 
which is the headquarters of racing in 
the east of America. It is laid out on 
spacious lines, having a_ circular dirt 
track, with a turf steeplechase and hurdle 
course on the inside, and a wide six-fur- 
long “shute.” or straight. running up the 
centre. In addition there is a_ training 
track and stabling for over 1,500 horses 
in “Barns” that serve trainers as yards 
during the season. 

There are magnificent stands for some 
40,009 spectators, and an elaborate Tote 
board that not only shows how each horse 
is being backed. but during the race 
flashes out the speed at which the race 
is being run. 

The general comfort of the establish- 
ment is completed by first-class catering 
and transport facilities and a large and 
active brass band. 

My introduction to Belmont was at 
“first lot” at seven in the morning, and 


the scene was in sharp contrast to the 
orderly strings that are shepherded across 
Newmarket Heath by vigilant head lads. 
But there was no lack of action. and I 
noticed a certain exaggeration that is evi- 
dent in all the action. and that identifies 
the American from his English brother. 


WORKS AT SPEED. When a horse is 
worked or raced. he works or races at high 
speed; when a lad sips his coffee at the 
stall he is inclined to sprawl over it. and 
when hospitality is shown it is spontan- 
eous and warm. while the association be- 
tween master and man and between trainer 
and lad is more natural and less formal 
than in England. 

This atmosphere lessens the trainers’ 
chance of enforcing the almost military 
control and method with which the lead- 
ing English trainers run their establish- 
ments, but this difference in technique 
and procedure does not necessarily mean 
any loss of efficiency. At Belmont high- 
class bloodstock, combining substance and 
quality. are given thorough preparations 
and turned out in top-class condition. The 
successes in England of the American 
horses Omaha. Flares. Boswell. Black 
Tarquin and Lone Eagle are sufficient to 
show that the top-class American-bred 
horses are on a par with ours. 

Fast work is carried out by galloping 
a horse alone while the trainer (and 
innumerable touts) clock it as it passes 
each furlong post; slow work is varied by 
having a lad on a quiet hack—often a pic- 
turesque Palomino——lead a horse around 
at all paces up to the canter. 

This technique of leading a horse bare- 
back has been devised to “freshen up” 
the horses that are galloped and raced at 
frequent intervals on the track next to 
their stables and so tend to get worked 
up as soon as they are saddled. 

Perhaps the greatest contrast to Eng- 
lish technique is the style of riding that 
has been adopted to suit the conditions 
that prevail all over America where the 
major tracks are completely flat left- 
handed dirt tracks that have long and 
gradual bends. 


PILLAR TO POST. Races are run at 
great speed from start to finish, so that 
although horses enjoy even and identical 
“going” on all tracks. they are con- 
tinually racing around left-handed bends 
and. unless in the lead. are plastered with 
dirt, while the pace at which the races 
are run can best be judged by the fact 
that the jockeys leave the gate applying 
all the aids of speech. whip and spur. 

These conditions have produced a style 
of riding whereby the jockey rides with 
a very short stirrup and rein. and almost 
kneels on the saddle. with body crouched 
along the horse’s neck. Many riders favour 
the “Acey Deucey” seat, and have their 


right stirrup up to five holes shorter than 
their left. in order to help them take 
the frequent left-hand bends. 

Among the leading jockeys Eddie 
Arcaro’s dash and ability to make horses 
run is outstanding, while Ted Atkinson 
rides with great polish and success and 
young Gordon Glisson’s forceful finishing 
power is putting him in the top rank. 


This style no doubt suits these condi- 
tions, but it would be disastrous in Eng- 
land where the uneven terrain and varia- 
hle going and the turns te either side un- 
balance horses and necessitate firmer 
seat. a greater length of rein, and more 
control and horsemanship. 

The horses that survive this severe life 
are fine specimens, and show plenty of 
substance, though a number are tired and 
others tend to look somewhat weary of the 
whole performance, but taken by and 
large these hard methods eliminate. soft 
strains, 

Some of the stock of the leading. stal- 
lions. in particular Bull Lea, are magnifi- 
cent types, while the stock of the Eng- 
lish-bred stallions Blenheim, Mahmoud, 
St. Germans, Hypnotist and Rhodes 
Scholar are to the fore. The success of 
English broodmares Hydroplane, dam of 
Citation. and Penicuik, dam of Pensive, 
have done much to keep American breed- 
ers keen to buy our best mares, in par- 
ticular Hyperion mares. providing the 
prices are not exorbitant. 

The interest that the average American 
racegoer shows in the horses seemed to 
be less than in England. and the large 
crowd that-day after day pours its money 
through the Tote tends not to take its eyes 
off the electric board that, combined with 
the excellent broadcaster describes 
every race, gives all details of the betting 
and how the race is being run.

WELL ORGANISED. The public’s 
imagination has been caught by the com- 
forts and frequent races that these well 
organised tracks can offer. and this ap- 
preach to racing has made steeplechasing. 
with its longer drawn-out races. not 
popular with a crowd that likes many 
short events. and does not mind attend- 
ing the same track every day for weeks 
on end and using the tote with all its 
mechanical gadgets. 

These mechanical aids are seldom 
available for the English racegoer, who 
both enjoys. and suffers from, the bless- 
ings and hazards of the bookmakers. 

The the English 
and the American Turf are largely the 
differences of two ways of life that have 
been adopted to suit local conditions, and 
whereas the average American racegoel! 
enjoys far greater comforts. the English 
racegoer is offered a wider variety of in-

Several persons. commenting the 
quality of the Oglebay mares. ventured 
that it was the highest class group ever 
assembled in such a comparatively short 
time. And that the average price of $34.- 
222 for the nine mares was an all-time 
average for a dispersal. 

According to records available to THE 
Bioop-Horst (see table). it was the 
highest average for a dispersal in the 
United States. And including the ten 
horses-in-training which had been sold at 
Pimlico on November 11. the average of 
$26.753 would still remain the high. 

Harrie B. Scott. who boarded the Ogle- 
bay mares and young racing stock at 
his Shandon Farm, at Lexington. says 
that Mr. Oglebay made his first serious 
effort at gathering a band of broodmares 
in 1937, when he bought Anchors Ahead. 
She was in foal to Blue Larkspur at the 
time. Her foal of 1938 was the stakes 
winner Ocean Blue. Prior to that Mr. 
Oglebay had owned a mare of two. but 
Anchors Ahead marked the first sten in 
his serious program. Besides Ocean Blue. 
she produced On the Level. True Blue 
(placed in stakes). Price Level (stakes 
winner). and Air Hero (stakes winner). 

The Oglebay dispersal will not be com- 
plete until the four weanlings are sold. 
Thev are colts hy *Mahmoud—On the 
Level. Eight Thirtv—Honor Bound. and 
*Heliopolis—Uno Best. and a filly by 
Teddy’s Comet—*Uvira 2nd. 


OTHER NOTES. Trainer Harry Trotsek 
looked at several yearlings for his natrons. 
including Mr. and Mrs. A. FE. Reubens. 
of Hasty House Farm. Toledo. Mr. Trotsek 
said that Tom Gray’s Oil Capitol and 
the Hasty House Stable’s Lot 0’ Luck 
would be raced in Florida this winter as 
part of their Kentucky Derby prepara- 
tion. 


Trainer Lee Niles bought a vearling 
chestnut colt from Roscoe Goose. agent. 
for M. B. Elkins. an oil distributor from 
Dietriech. Ill. The colt is by Psychic Bid 
—La Gorce, by *Pharamond 2nd. He is 
Mr. Elkins’ first race horse. The yearling 
will he wintered at Louisville, where Mr. 
Niles has two other coming 2-year-olds 
owned by E. B. Wilkinson, the Knox- 


ville. Tenn., breeder. 


The Eleven Boys Stable. which paid 
$3,100 for a yearling colt by Signator 
from the Palmeadow Stock Farm con- 
signment, was represented by John Ward. 
The stable is a group of Cincinnatians 
who will race the colt and give the 
profits, if coming, to charity. 

Canada was represented by several 
buyers and a newspaperman. The latter 
was Joe Perlove, of the Toronto Daily 


Star. Mr. Perlove has been the Star’s rac- 
ing writer for ten years or more. While 
he was at Lexington for the sales he got 
material for several feature articles on 
the Blue Grass country. 


Eddie Metz. who with Ira Drymon has 
leased 150 acres of the former Silas Ma- 
son farm on the Versailles road from 
W. S. Rogers. reports that ten yearlings 
bought at the summer sales by Sam FE. 
Wilson Jr. have heen sent to Trainer AIl- 
phonse Schwartz at New Orleans. Ten 
others bought hy Frank Rosen of the 
Palatine Stable have been sent to Eddie 
Legere at Columbia. S. C. Mr. Rosen 
is expected at Lexington shortly for a 
visit. 


Nick Saegmuller. executive secretary of 
the Virginia Horsemen’s Association, was 
busy arranging the shipment of 29 year- 
lings to Virginia and West Virginia. Most 
of them were sales vearlings. though a 
few were bought privately. Nine of the 
yearlings went to George C. Clarke. who 
stands Hasteville at his Belmont Planta- 
tion. in Virginia. Those hought bv Mil- 
ton Ritzenbere went to Martin Vogel. Jr.’s 
farm in Virginia. 


Charles E. Nelson, the Maryland horse- 
man. was the successful bidder for the 
stallion Blue Flver. The horse will stand 
at Dr. Horace N. Davis’s Blue Grass 
Heights Farm. Lexington. at $500 for a 
live foal. Underbidder on Blue Flyer was 
Freeman Keyes. of Reverie Knoll Farm, 
Danville. Ky. Mr. Keves immediately en- 
gaged five seasons to the stallion. At Mr. 
Nelson’s Marvland farm are the stallions 
Alaking and Sir Francis. 


E. R. Fisher. Robert Johnson. and Vir- 
gil Cook. of Decatur. Ind.. and Marion 
Becker. of Celina. Ohio. formed a group 
at the sales. Mr. Fisher. a former Colo- 
rado rancher, has 11 mares at his farm 
near Decatur. and came to Lexington 
looking for more. Mr. Becker also was 
looking for mares. Mr. Johnson and Mr. 
Cook were interested in racing prospects. 


State Senator M. R. Latimer. of Den- 
ver. Colo.. bought five yearlings to be 
raced at the new Denver track next vear. 
He was accompanied by Trainer Billy 
Hayhorst, who has a public stable at Den- 
ver. 

Mr. Latimer was active in obtaining 
passage of the racing bill in Colorado. 
and is a director of the Centennial Turf 
Club. which will operate the Denver track. 
He reports that the course is expected to 
be finished in time for a 40-day meeting 
during next July and August. All the 
grading has been finished. and foundations 
for the grandstand are being poured. The 
mile track will have a chute for ten- 
furlong races. Because of the high water 
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table at the track location. Mr. Latimer 
says, the racing strip is expected to be 
as “bouncy” as the one at Golden Gate 


Fields. The track is nine miles from 
downtown Denver. and will have facilities 
for 900 horses. Stables at a nearby fair 
grounds also will be available if they are 
needed. The seating capacitv of the grand- 
stand and club house will be between 
5.000 and 6.000. Mr. Latimer is esnecially 
vleased at fire-fighting facilities that are 
being installed at the track. 


Two new bid snotters were in action at 
the sales. They were Rud Hamilton. of 
Winchester. Kv.. and J. L. Teater. of Lan- 
caster. Ky. Though new to Thorouchbred 
sales. thev are not straneers to the aue- 
tion ring. They have worked with George 
Swinehrnad at Tattersalls. Harrisbure. 
and other auctions for the last several 
vears. 


Tn one instance. confusion over bidding 
led to a reduction in the nrice of a horse. 
and in another it led to an increase. One 
man. busy gesticulatine to an aeanaint- 
ance. “houcht” a horse for $9.900. When 
the usher hreucht him the sales slin to 
sign. he shoved his hands into his pockets 
and kept them there the rest of the night. 
The yearling was brought back into the 
ring and sold for $2.100. In the other in- 
stance a dispute as to the high bidder 
arose after the hammer had fallen at 
$500. The yearling was offered again. 
and brought $1,200. 


Alsab’s vearling brother, bought from 
the Thomas Piatt consignment by the 
Jaclyn Stable for $10.000. has been turned 
over to Duval Headley for breaking. 


During the first 214 davs of selling. In- 
dian summer weather prevailed. But a 
cold rain set in Wednesdav night. and 
the heating svstem at the sales arena got 
to work. The first snow of the season 
came Thursdav nicht. For a time it looked 
like a blizzard. and nersons driving auto- 
mobiles ta Keeneland had difficulty stav- 
ing on the road. Rut it soon let nn. and 
hv noon Friday most of the snow had 
vanished. 


Mr. and Mrs. F. Wallis Armstrong. of 
Meadowview Farm. in New _ Jersev. 
hought the 6-vear-old *Sickle mare Fairy 
Tale from the Blenheim Farms consign- 
ment. She is in foal to Whirlawav and 
will be bred next vear to the home stallion 
Slide Rule. Thev report that they have 
an extra good crop of sales vearlings on 
the way. 


Another visiting journalist was John P. 
(Pat) Kelly. formerly of the Jockeys’ 
Guild. He now is associated with Lincoln 
Plaut in the publication of the Horsemen’s 
Journal.

Thursday Afternoon, November 17 


This sale was, in effect. two separate 
sessions. First came the auction of 56 
horses in the regular catalogue, then after 
a 30-minute recess came the sale of the 
late Crispin Oglebay’s broodmares. which 
were separately catalogued hecause of 
their late nomination to the auctions. 

All told. the 65 head broucht $357.250. 
average $5.496. The nine Oclebav mares 
brought $308.000. average $34.929. The 
remaining 56 brought $49.250. average 
$879. Separate notes on the Oclebav 
group are published elsewhere in this 
issue. As for the other horses sold hesides 
the Oglebav lot. the ton price was $3.200. 
which E. G. Ford naid for the 8-vear-old 
Bull Lea mare Drawawav. in foal to 
Algahad. She was from the Kenilworth 
Farms consignment. 

This was the first session at which an 
animal was led from the ring without 
having drawn a bid.

Jockey Club ruled that Greentree had 
nothing coming. 

The notion here is that the disqualifica- 
tion rule in New York needs, if not a 
change, then a considerably more explicit 
statement. I have no personal objection 
to rulings based on the discretion of the 
stewards, but then I don’t bet on horses 
very much. The public, I think, would be 
happier if it found a situation covered 
by a rule, rather than by a discretionary 
decision which cost it money. 

Also, while in theory a trainer who 
saddles two horses for two owners sends 
each out to do his best to win, in prac- 
tice he often uses one to kill off pace. I 
wouldn’t rule on the ethics of this, except 
that if he uses A to help B today, and B 
to help A next time, I suppose both own- 
ers are getting a fair shake. In cases of 
obvious collusion, the stewards would un- 
doubtedly disqualify both horses if one 
of them committed a foul. But collusion 
isn’t always obvious. 

The Daingerfield Handicap decision 
was all right, because once the customers 
cooled off most of them could see the 
justice of the matter, and the first four 


were well enough strung out that oae 
could hardly make any case for the idea 
that Blue Hills could have got more than 
third. What Natural did to Blue Hilis 
couldn't help Flying Missel, because he 
didn’t need any help. He had been there, 
but he’d gone, and he was obviously the 
best. But if a similar incident happened 
in a close finish, the stewards would have 
to read people’s minds to tell whether 
they had collusion or accident, and 
that’s hard to do. It seems to me that 
they would be protecting themselves, as 
well as the horseplayers, if they chewed 
on this disqualification rule until it pro- 
vided for every eventuality. 


STRETCH. Eddie Arcaro both opened 
and closed the stakes program in New 
York. He had opened it with Rippey 
in the Paumonok, and of course the Dain- 
gerfield was the last stakes event. He 
was asked how many stakes he’d won this 
year, but Eddie isn’t statistically minded. 
Atkinson, for instance, can wake up out 
of a sound sleep and tell you, with a very 
small margin of error, how many winners 
he’s had this year, and how many he’s 
had since he started riding. Arcaro 
doesn’t pay much mind to this sort of 
thing, and in fact there’s a legend that 


once he slid down from a winner and 
remarked to the trainer, “This is a pret- 
ty good horse. What horse is this?” 
But though Eddie didn’t know how 
many stakes he’d won this year, he had 
figured out one item. “If I’d had a length 
—just one length—to spread out over the 
season, l’d have won $400,000 more,” he 
said. About three inches would have giv- 
en him the Empire City Gold Cup, and 
another big one which comes to mind is 
the Preakness, in which Palestinian just 
missed. He named some of the others, 
though they have trickled through this 
observer’s memory. I suppose on the 
whole it’s healthier to remember the races 
you lose instead of the ones you win, or 
at least it indicates a strongly competi- 
tive spirit. The first general riding in- 
structions Arcaro got, according to story, 
were “Don’t get beat no noses.” He does, 
sometimes, but he doesn’t like it.

He 
did not show his 2-year-old form when he returned to the races 
at 4,5, and @ (all winnings years), although he did run six furlongs 
in 1:10 2/5, 7 furlongs in 1:24, and beat Rippey, Spy Song, With 
Pleasure and others in the Myrtlewood Stakes in which he finished 
third after giving three to 11 pounds to Daily Dip and Sweet 
Woman. A fractured left coffin bone this year has forced his 
retirement to the stud.

New England: A Backward Look 
And a Glance Toward Next Year 


The inhibiting effect on the quality of 
racing in New England. caused by the 
race meetings in New Jersey some 300 
miles southward. was very obvious in 1949 
Many of the topflight stables that had 
formerly patronized the Rhode Island- 
Massachusetts-New Hampshire circuit by- 
passed New England this year. The few 
nationally known outfits that did ship 
Down Fast either sent second-stringers or 
moved on to Jersey after Narragansett 
Park closed. Rockingham Park had a 
number of empty stalls at the fall meet- 
ing. and was destitute of handicap run- 
ners. 

True. Coaltown appeared at Narragan- 
sett during the spring. but there was 
nothing to the race as the Calumet speed- 
ster galloped to a hollow victory. A group 
of Turf mediocrities started in the Massa- 
chusetts Handicap. and only in the Nar- 
ragansett Special (in which Donor 
whipped Ponder) did a first-class field 
face the starter. 

While Rockingham’s emissaries were 
ranging as far afield as Canada and Mary- 
land recruiting Thoroughbreds for those 
empty stalls. the overflow equine popula- 
tion at Lincoln Downs was being stabled 
in outside barns. Which brings to the 
fore the most important factor in New 
England racing: the emergence of Lin-

coln Downs as a threat to the old, estab- 
lished major tracks. 

A few years ago a group of veteran 
race-trackers stood upon a small rise in 
New England and looked down on a 
rain-drenched landscape whose bleakness 
was not much improved by a _ recently 
built racing plant. That was Pascoag. 
1941 version. As the makeshift canvas 
roof en the grandstand bellied in the 
wind. one of the onlookers commented 
wryly. “When the top goes, the best 
blows.” 

As a prophet. he could not have been 
farther off the mark. From the profits of 
the Pascoag meetings rose the $4 million 
race track at Lincoln Downs’ which 
opened in the summer of 1947. Within a 
vear Lincoln was battling with its major 
tivals for the choicer dates. and actually 
had the temerity to open while Suffolk 
Downs was running only 40 miles away. 
Until then Suffolk. by reason of its geo- 
graphical position. had dominated New 
England racing. 

The managements of the Big Three 
gave way before the drive of the ob- 
streperous newcomer, and in the spring 
of 1949 Lincoln Downs ran 33 uncon- 
tested days and closed with an amazing 
daily average of above $560,000. One 
afternoon a million dollars passed through 


was opened in 1947. 


the mutuel windows. Havre de Grace, an 
old established track with Coaltown as 
a gate attraction, was able to surpass the 
Lincoln figure by only a few thousands 
on the same day. 


The Turf has a short history in New 
England. Drake and Gates had a brief 
fling at Rockingham around the turn of 
the century, and in 1904 a race meeting 
was held at Cranston. R. I.. with the 
authorities looking the other way. After 
one false start, Lou Smith managed to 
revive the sport in New Hampshire in 
the early “thirties. Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island were soon to follow suit. 
Racing has been booming in New Eng- 
land for 15 years. 


Prior to Lincoln Downs’ meteoric rise, 
the sport Down East was broken up into 
three sharply delineated sections. The Big 
Three, Narragansett. Suffolk Downs. and 
Rockingham, offered first-class racing. 
Pascoag presented Thoroughbreds which 
were roughly on a par with those perform- 
ing on the Ohio and Maryland _half- 
milers. In Massachusetts. a tight circuit 
composed of county fairs at Marshfield. 
Weymouth. Brockton. Northampton, Mid- 
dleboro, Great Barrington. and Topsfield. 
has been operating through the late sum- 
mer weeks. This circuit. with its own 
riders. officials, and horsemen, has been 
climbing steadily in popularity, and 
1949 the national trend was reversed 
when the fairs showed increases all along 
the line. 

New England’s racing fans are of a 
special and distinct species, and their 
opinions are expressed loudly.

A number of attempts have been made 
to build up New England as a breeding 
center, but they have not met with suc- 
cess. Pingree. Tuckerman. and others have 
tried and are still trying. but the terrain 
and the rigorous winters have been against 
them. Indicative of the quality of the 
horses produced in this area is the fact 
that the most famous New England-bred 
is Dancing Gob. a plater which won 17 
races in 1948 to earn the title of “Cita- 
tion of the Half-Milers.” 


MAINE. An enabling act to set up a 
racing commission in Maine. and_ the 
legalization of pari-mutuel wagering on 
Thoroughbred racing in that most con- 
servative of States. was recently passed. 
This will undoubtedly further add to the 
complicated New England Turf picture in 
1950. 

Just how Maine’s citizens will take to 
the runners is doubtful. They are harness 
horse people by instinct and tradition, 
and may be indifferent to flat racing. The 
promoters who are building or are plan- 
ning to build race tracks in Maine may 


have discounted that indifference or are 
trusting to the precedents set in other 
states. The history of the Turf. in the 
recent past. has proven that natives of 
any state into which the sport has been 
introduced have reacted favorably (at the 
mutuel windows). Maine may be no ex- 
ception to this rule. In any case. the 
tracks can count on a_ following from 
among the hordes of vacationers who 
crowd into Maine every two weeks dur- 
ing July and August. 


With an energetic promoter at the helm 
at Rockingham, aided by the strong finan- 
cial interests who have investments in New 
England tracks. one can count upon steps 
being taken to offset the decline in reve- 
nue and in the quality of the racing. But 
until some sort of binding agreement is 
reached by the various associations, each 
season’s dates will be the result of a com- 
promise. As compromises go, everyone will 
not be pleased. The chief objector will 
probably be the New Hampshire Legisla- 
ture. which is on 
opposed to any

Dirt Track 
In Kentucky 


By C. Frank Dunn 


In THe Bioop-Horse of April 23, page 147, C. 
Frank Dunn, a student of the early days of Lex- 
ington, gave the boundaries of the first race 
course “in the West,” a track located at Lexington. 

He also noted that the War of 1812 interrupted 
racing at Lexington for ten or twelve years: news- 
paper notices fixed the reopening of the sport as 
coming in the fall of 1822. This is a resumption 
of the first article, setting the reopening of “‘of- 
ficial” races in 1822, with some comment on in- 
formal racing conducted during the interim. 

Mr. Dunn also has located references to the first 
dirt or skinned track at Lexington, which are 
cited below. 


The Lexington Jockey Club had an- 
nounced preparations for the Fall meeting 
at the old Race Field, when suddenly a 
meeting was called for August 31, 1811. 
at Postlethwait’s Inn. A week later, an 
announcement stated that “the Lexington 
Jockey Club Races will commence on 
Wednesday, October 2 next, at the Pond 
Course, two miles from Lexington.” 


In September, 1812, a notice was issued 
that “The Lexington Jockey Club Races 
will commence on Thursday, October 1. 
at the Pond Course, two miles from Lex- 
ington.” They were “to start precisely at 


12 v’clock—the riders to be dressed in 
silk or satin jackets and to wear caps.” 
There were to be four-mile heats the first 
day, three-mile heats the second day and 
two-mile heats the third day. 

Unofficial 1aces were advertised for Oc- 
tober, 1819, “on the turf prepared at 
Boon’s old Station, now in elegant order.” 
Three-mile heats the first day, two-mile 
the second day and one-mile the third day 
were scheduled, George Pickett an- 
nounced. 

The official races opened again in 1822 
at “Capt. John Postlethwait’s Garden”— 
adjoining or actually the Kentucky As- 
sociation course—which first was turf— 
where racing was conducted until the 
land was sold in the early 1930’s. Present 
Keeneland followed. 


SKINNED TRACK. The first dirt 
track seems to have been inaugurated in 
the fall of 1830. That year. for the first 
time, a complete description of the run- 
ning of each race was published. 

The first day’s races, the Kentucky Re- 
porter of October 13, 1830, commented, 
were “over a deep fresh-ploughed track.” 
One of the heats on the second day “was 
run in 8 minutes 40 seconds, the course 
deep from late ploughing. It is consid- 
ered by sportsmen a heavy track,” the 
story continued. 

“Heavy track” had no such meaning 


as it has today. Witness: A likely filly— 
one of the favored contenders—“was not 
seen by the Judges, owing to the cloud 
of dust which enveloped everything” 
and she lost a placing. 

In the ad for the 1832 fall races, Secre. 
tary John Wirt assured the public that 
“the track will be prepared in the best 
manner.” The October 1833 meeting 
opened with a really heavy track: “The 
races over the Lexington Course com. 
menced on Wednesday last. In conse. 
quence of the heavy rains on Sunday and 
Monday, the track was in very bad order, 
the horses sinking several inches in the 
earth at every jump, and the mud ex. 
ceedingly tough.” 


ARGENTINA’S GRAN PREMIO 


The Gran Premio Nacional, which 
holds first rank among Argentina’s classic 
races for 3-year-olds, was run the first 
Sunday in October at Palermo, over a 
distance of 2,500 meters. Winner by half 
a length was the Monique Stable’s Swing, 
with White Milk second and Kentucky 
third in the field of 15. 

The winner is a dark chestnut colt by 
Foxhunter (Foxlaw—Trimestral, by Wil- 
liam the Third) out of Swetner, by Solario 
out of Dulce 2nd, by Asterus, third dam 
Dorina, by La Farina, fourth dam Dora 
Agnes, by Roi Herode.

It was the first start for *Replica 2nd 
since he started—and fell—in the English 
Grand National at Aintree last March, 
and it was his second consecutive victory 
in the Foxecatcher.
